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Soviet coup hits home for a UNO professor

Like many people, UNO professor Alex 
Holloway followed last week’s events in the 
Soviet Union with interest and concer. 

But for Holloway, those daily events from 
half a world away literally hit home. 

Holloway, who teaches physics, is a native 
of the Soviet Union and still has family mem- 
bers living there. 

“I tried to call my parents last week, but the 
lines were always busy,” he said. 

Holloway said he was surprised the coup 
ended so quickly, but was sure the leaders of the 
coup would not have stayed in power for long. 

“The coup was badly prepared and the fail- 
ure confirmed my feeling that the Sovict people 
want the implementation of democratic poli- 
cies,” he said. “Moreover, the majority of the 
soldiers supported the people. It was a very 
desperate attempt to regain power.” 

Holloway said while the coup may have 
been badly prepared, the timing seemed appro- 
priate. 

“Gorbachev was out of town, and President 
Bush was on vacation,” he said. “With the 
absence of the American president, the execu- 
tive power was weakened,” 

The coup alsocame before a treaty was to be 
signed which would have shifted considerable 
power from the Kremlin to various Soviet re- 
publics. 

“Many officials were going to lose power 
and privileges,” he said. “For example, the 
military generals have always had good homes, 
special stores to shop in and expensive cars 
given by the state. They were going to lose it. I 
guess youcan understand theirreasoning for the 
coup.”

Holloway said the United States is a “clear 
winner” in the failed coup attempt, especially in 
future arms negotiations. He said the Soviet 
people now have a big anti-military mentality 
and the leaders will be more willing to reduce 
ams. 

“Arms negotiations will be successful and 
reductions on the Soviet side will be faster,” he 
said. ““What’s more, the KGB will not be an 
instrument of repression within the country. 
The KGB will be restructured forcollecting data 
abroad.’ 

Holloway’s knowledge of the KGB, the 
Soviet secret police and intelligence agency, 


" comes from personal experience, One reason he 


lefthis country was because of KGB pressure to 
end his dissident activities, he said in an earlier 
interview with the Gateway. 

Holloway, whose former name was Aleksey 
Lusnikov, received his Ph.D. from Moscow 
State University in 1979 and left his country in 
1986. 

“I went to Boston, where I improved my 
credentials at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. After 3 months, J left Boston and came 
to Omaha. I’m starting my fifth year at UNO,” 
he said. 

Holloway married a UNO student, Diana 
Holloway, in October 1990, and took her last 
name. 

Holloway said there is a generation split in 
his native country concerning the new reforms. 

“People 45 years old and older are educated 
on old values and it’s hard to change their 
minds,” he said. “The older people feel less 
secure aboutthe future, while the younger people 
are more optimistic. If they introduce a market 
economy, people 25- to 30-years-old have a 
better chance to do something.” 

Holloway said new market economy re- 
forms may not be easy for the Soviet people to 
accept, at least initially, 

“The population will suffer because the 
mental change to the market economy will take 
some effort. It will take some getting used to for 
democracy in economics,” 
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Kearney State College has new name 
Keamey State College (KSC) officially entered the Univer- 


sity of Nebraska system July 1. The change from a state college 


toa full-fledged university was accompanied by a name change. 
Overnight, KSC became the University of Nebraska at Kearney 
(UNK). 

But there’s always a catch — the school’s signs will continue 
to read “Kearney State College” since the university did not 
receive $25,000 from the Legislature’s Appropriations Commit- 
tee to change the signs. 

“Tthinkit (the addition of UNK to the NU system) pai 
to the system,” said Del Weber, UNO Chancellor. 


The rising cost of education 

Students at UNK retumed to classes paying 11 percent more 
for tuition than they did as Kearney State College students. The 
tuition increase, which was approved at the June 22 University of 
Nebraska Board of Regents meeting, was to help covera shortfall 
in funding employee salaries, 

Also approved by the regents were tuition increases of 9 
percentat UNO and 7 percent at both the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln (UNL) and the University of Nebraska Medical Center 
(UNMC). ; 

“The majority of students at UNO work. During a recession 
telling them to come up with 9 percent more is really unfair,” said 
Chuck Valgora, UNO’s student president/regent. 

“Make sure the students know how dumped upon they are by 
their regents because of inner campus squabbling,” Valgora said. 


In the meantime ... 

University of Nebraska officials received a raise from the NU 
Board of Regents at a July 13 meeting, 

Martin Massengale, the president of the NU system, received 
a 4.25 percent raise, making his salary $158,460 per year. 

“T question whether the taxpayer and the citizen are going to 
see this as a good move,” Regent Robert Allen said, questioning 
the raise during the budget crisis. 

In a letter to the editor, UNO student Michael McKenna 
wrote, “I’m living on Noodle-Roni and Tang while Martin 
Massengale ... gets a raise. I guess that a six-figure salary just 
doesn’t buy what it used to at Food 4 Less.” 

UNO Chancellor Weber's salary was increased to $115,900. 

“While we're on the subject,” McKenna continued. “I would 
like to ask Del Weber what the hell is there in Omaha that he has 
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to get over $115,000 a year to spend it on. Maybe he’s seen the 
prices in the bookstore.” 

- Other University chancellors’ salaries were raised to the fol- 
lowing: UNMC Interim-Chancellor William Berndt, $135,300; 
UNK Chancellor William Nester, $109,100; and UNL Interim- 
Chancellor John Goebel, $129,350. 


Speaking of the Goebel 

A UNL search committee narrowed a list of candidates to five 
to fill the vacant UNL chancellorship position, which Goebel is 
filling in an interim capacity. 

The search began with a list of 239 applications in May. Since 


then, one candidate withdrew from contention for the job. 


Judith Kuipers, an administrator at California State Univer- 
Sity-Fresno, withdrew when she accepted the chancellorship at 
the University of Wisconsin-La Crosse. 

The other four candidates are Herman Lujan of Washington 
University, Albert K. Karnig of Wyoming, Graham B. Spanier of 
Oregon State, and James R. Coffman of Kansas State. 

Massengale announced his intention to make a recommenda- 
tion to the regents at the September 6 regents meeting, which will 
be held in Lincoln. 

Back to the drawing board (of regents, that is). 

At the July 13 meeting, the regents also approved the 1991-92 
budget proposal of $887.7 million. The budget breakdown: 

* $401.2 million to UNL. 

* $327.6 million to the Med Center. 

* $90.1 million to UNO. 

¢ $40.5 million to UNK. 

UNO’s budget included $250,000 foradditional faculty, which 
will be used for faculty acquisition in the College of Business 
Administration. 

The new budget left UNO staring at a $677,748 budget deficit 
for the fiscal year 1991-92, and an additional $340,000 to be cut 
in the 1992-93 fiscal year.

The plot thickens 

In a letter dated July 18, Chancellor Weber announced the 
College of Education’s program in business education and the 
College of Arts and Sciences’ broadcast production program had 
been recommended for elimination as part of the budget cuts. 

Inaddition to axing two majors, 18 full-time equivalent (FTE) 
positions, including more than six faculty positions, have beencut; 


library hours have been shortened; there wasareduction of service 
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in the computer user rooms; and many custodial duties have been 
moved from the night shift to the day shift. 

“T regret that a 9 percent tuition hike was necessary and that 
so many departments will have to trim productive programs in 
order to meet the 2 percent reduction target,” Weber said in the 
letter. 


While we're at it ... 

Massengale appointed members to the Committee on Ad- 
missions Policy. This committee will review the university 
system’s admissions criteria. 

“Four years have passed since the current standards were put 
in place. It is time to review them again,” said Joe Rowson, 
director of NU public affairs. 

The committee consists of three UNL faculty members, one 
UNO faculty member and one faculty member from UNK. The 
remaining 19 committee members represent Nebraska high 
schools, minority groups, businesses throughout the state and 
two state officials. 

Findings of the committee are expected to be submitted to 
Massengale early in 1992, 


Yes, he’s a UNL graduate 

In other university activity, Gov. Ben Nelson came under fire 
for letters he wrote in April. 

The letters were addressed to Nebraska high school seniors 


‘ with superior academic records and excellent performances on 


college admissions tests and urged the students to attend UNL. 

“A number of people have brought to the govemor’s atten- 
tion that they are not happy with the letter,” said Lou Cartier, 
UNO director of public relations, 

“Why isn’t he urging them to go to UNO?” Cartier said. 

Lisa Schmidt, UNL director of pre-admissions activities 
said, ‘The purpose is tokeep the best students here at UNL. Itis 
not a numbers thing.” 

The governor’s office stated its ; willingness to do similar 
letters for other schools in the NU system. 

UNO Assistant Vice Chancellor Donald Skeahan drafted a 
letter to go to applicants already accepted at UNO, which the 
governor was expected to sign. 

The letters were to be sent in July.

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New library

Leadership is the buzzword of the ‘90s. 

This phrase is being used all over the country 
to describe the growing importance of acquiring 
leadership skills, said Terry Forman, manager of 
UNO’s Student Activities Office. 

The purpose of UNO’s new Leadership Li- 
brary is to provide students and faculty with 
information that will enable them to developand 
increase their leadership skills. 

The Leadership Library, which is located in 
the Student Activities Office in the Student 
Center,contains materials suchas videos on goal 
setting, audio tapes about stress management, 
and how-to books covering a variety of subjects 
from the recruitment of members for clubs to 
career counseling. 

Student Activities provides this information 
for individual use and for seminars sponsored by 
campus organizations and agencies, 

Forman said the idca for the library came 
after some UNO clubs and organizations con- 
tacted Student Activities asking for assistance in 
areas like recruitment and ethics. 

“Higher education is concerned with the de- 
velopment of leadership skills for both students 
and staff,” Forman said. ““We want to be the 
source on campus for leadership.” 

The Leadership Library was made possible 
ng ee by a$3,500 grantand $1,000 per year for the past 
—-£d Cartson three years from Student Activities’ budget. 

“The Leadership Library is for everyone on 
Terry Forman, manager of student activities, looks at some of the selections “2s.” Forman said. 
in UNO’s new Leadership Library. Those interested in using the Leadership Li- 
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brary materials need a UNO student ID or 
faculty/staff ID to check materials out. No more 
than five materials can be checked out at one 
time for a maximum of three working days. 
Forman said, however, flexibility would be 
allowed for special cases. 

Ethel Williams, who is teaching two leader- 
ship and administration courses at UNO this 
semester, said she checked out “a little of every- 
thing” from the Leadership Library. 

Williams said she found the information 
from the Leadership Library easy to incorporate 
into her course material. She also plans to sug- 

. gests that het students use the resources for a 
-Fequtired term paper. 

“The Leadership Library provides more 
hands-on information,” said Williams. 

Forman said the Leadership Library is still in 
its developmental stage and more funds will be 
needed tocontinue building it. He said that some 
of the videos cost $600 cach. 

In the long range, Forman said he would like 
to see the Leadership Library expand enough to 
hire a full-time person to maintain it. 

Forman said Student Activities plans to work 
with other groups on campus in cross-referenc- 
ing information and compiling aregional speak- 
ers list that will not only contain people from 
UNO but also the University of Nebraska-Lin- 
coin, Creighton University and the business 
community. 

“Students need to be able to work with oth- 
ers, reduce stress and develop leadership skills. 
If they leam this in college, they’ ll be better off 
in the working world,” said Forman.

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Safety belts prevent death if used

Traffic accidents are the leading cause of death in children 
over theage of one, according to the Nebraska Office of Highway 
Safety - Lincoln, but properly installed car seats can reduce 
fatalities by nearly 70 percent. 

“This is a preventable tragedy with the use of child restraint 
devises,” said Traffic Safety Specialist Robert Comer. “But, as 
of November 1990, only 57 percent of Nebraskans placed their 
children (age five and under) in car seats or seat belts, 

“Adults holding children on their laps think they can stop the 
child from hitting the dash or windshield by extending theirarms; 
buta 100-pound adult, traveling just 30 miles per hour, must stop 
3000 pounds of force with their arms, This is similar to jumping 
from a three-story building and trying to stop the concrete by 
using your arms,” he said. 

Parents should set an example for their children 

“There is a strong correlation between the parent and child,” 
Corner said. ‘‘Adults who use safety belts are more likely to 
properly restrain their children in the car. The general thoughtof 
this office: When adults are no longer required by law to use 
safety belts, they stop properly restraining their children.” 

As of July 10, 1990, LB 948 took effect. These new child 
restraint laws require all children under 40 pounds to be properly 
restrained in an approved car seat. Children over 40 pounds must 
be belted until the age of five. 

“Before the new law, children over the age of one could be 
belted,” Comer said. ‘Now all the studies show the weight of the 
child is critically more important than the age.” 

Children under 40 pounds have not developed the bone 
structure to support the strain a belt will put on the abdomen in 
an accident, This causes damage to the internal soft tissues and 
organ areas of the child, he said. “This is the primary reason for

Car crashes still a leading killer in ages 1-44 
Mom and Dad left an Omaha hospital with their three-day- 
old infant. The newbom was correctly strapped in an approved 


. car seat and placed in the front between the parents; however, 


Mom and Dad were not belted in. 

Onthe way home from the hospital, another vehicle struck the 
driver's side of the new parents’ car. Mom and Dad escaped the 
accident with only minor cuts and bruises, 

Even though the newborn was correctly restrained, he died 
from a broken neck when the mother was thrown across the 
bench seat toward the direction of ope, striking the infant in 
the head with her knee. 

“This is a true story that happened i in the mid 1980s, ” Comer 
said. “‘It illustrates one very important point: for all persons to be 
safe, everyone and everything in the car must be secured during

“The military has a mandatory seat belt law for anyone 
coming onto any base, no matter what the state law may be.” 

Coleman said he is amazed by the number of excuses people 
will use to get out of a ticket issued for improper restraint. 

-“The excuse that bothered me the most was given by parents 
with children on their laps. They always said, “But the baby was 
crying.”” 

“T can relate to that experience because I havea i baby, too, but 
that’s no reason to take ‘him out of the car seat. It may have been 
insensitive, but] told them, ‘You'llneverhear that baby cry again 

if it hits the windshield.” — 
‘ Courts recognize seat belt laws. 

According to the Nebraska Office of Highway Safety,all fifty 
‘states have child restraint laws, though there may be slightly 
‘different requirements. Forty-one states make it law for all 

passengers to use: safety restraints. Nebraska is not one of them. 

Corner said, to date, no state has convicted a parent for 
charges related to a child’s injury or death in an auto accident, 
“but one Florida parent was charged with vehicular homicide 

~ when his non-restrained child died in an accident.” 

Although that particular case was thrown out of court, a 
number of insurance companies are filing countersuits to reduce 
damages paid to accident victims when they fail to buckle up. 

“Even if the accident is the fault of another driver, the courts 


* are awarding reduced damages paid to victims who don’t use 


their seat belts in states where safety restraints are the law. 
“It’s the adult’s responsibility to make traveling safe for their 
kids. There is no greater trauma than losing a child and no greater 
guilt than knowing you're responsible for ‘their death,” Corner 
said. “So, if you love your children, belt them-in. ante 
Editor’s note: Michael Coleman is the spouse of Med- -.

More than 100 student organizations cur- 
rently exist at UNO, but thereis always room for 
more, according to Terry Forman, director of 
Student Activities, 

Studentorganizationsare formed by students 
with similar ideas, goals, and interests in schol- 
asships, career developments and social activi- 
ties. 

“You may have the most bizarre idea for a 
club, andas longas you have three other enrolled 
students with the same idea, you may begin a 
student organization,” said Forman. 


Academic requirements for members 

Members must maintain a cumulative grade 
point average (GPA) of at Icast 1.75 for the first 
45 attempted hours of college. Officers must 
have a 2.0 GPA. After 45 credit hours, both 
members and officers must maintain a2.0GPA. 

While standards may not fall below those set 
by UNO, an organization may raise the mini- 
mum GPA they require for membership. 


Square-one — the constitution 

Although recognized student organizations 
have many privileges on campus, starting anew 
organization is nota simple process. The proce- 
dures for starting an organization are listed in the 
“Office of Student Activities Clubs and Organi- 


zations Handbook,” which may be obtained 
through the Office of Student Activities. 


Forming a student organization can be an 
extensive procedure, but, “Anyone can begin a 
student organization as long as they follow pro- 
cedures,” Forman said. The constitution must 
have acomplete, non-discriminatory clause and 
a clause regarding changes to the constitution. 
The constitutions of all social fraternities and 
sororities, however, include a clause which ex- 
empts those organization from sex discrimina- 
tion. 

Some studentorganizations suchas Amnesty 
International hada difficult time getting. aconsti- 
tution approved. Official recognition as a stu- 
dent organization was delayed several times due 
to problems drafting a constitution. An organi- 
zation must follow all procedures set by the 
Office of Student Activities before its constitu- 
tion is approved. 

According to Forman, the most frequent prob- 
lem for student organizations is the recruiting 
and retention of members. 

Fundingastudentorganization is also a prob- 
lem for many groups. 

“Student Government is unable to fund any 
student organizations except Student Govern- 
mentagencies,” said Andria Palmesano, Speaker 
of Student Senate and chair of Student Senate .

UNO aviation institute

On the last day of registration spirits were 
soaring high in the office of UNO’s one-year- 
old Aviation Institute. 

Enrollment inaviation classes had just topped 
340, more than doubling enrollment projections 
made at the Institute’s inception, according to 
Bill Shea, director of the Aviation Institute. 
“Originally, weestimated 50 for the fall of 1990, 
75 for January and 150 for September,” Shea 
said. “We're obviously very, very pleased with

Although enrollment figures may change 
during drop and add week, Shea said the num- 
bers are encouraging. 

The Aviation Institute began offering classes 
last fall, drawing 222 students the first semester 
and 267 the second, Shea said. 

Shea attributes the larger-than-expected en- 
roliment figures to students’ interest in aviation 
careers. 

“Years ago, you thought of aviation as the 
pilot. Today, it’s computers, artificial intelli- 
gence, engineering, administration, marketing, 
finance, mathematics, foreign language,” Shea

Shea encouraged students to consider avia- 
tion classes as an enhancement to their field of 
study. He gave the example of a student major- 
ing in Spanish taking classes in aviation. 

“They're a natural for American Airlines 
because American Airlines wants young people 
who can speak Spanish and who have a good 
background in aviation,” he said. “American 
Airlines will hire them because they just took 
over all the Braniff and Eastem (airlines) routes 
in South America.”

“In other words, ‘piloting is just a small 
fraction of jobs in aviation,” he said. “‘And it’s 
all here at UNO.” 

Shea said he feels the Aviation Institute’s 
success can be traced to the importance of 
aviation in today’s world. 

“There's always been a great interest in 
aviation with people across the nation, It’s 
always been a great form of transportation and 
there is a lot of innovation and creativity asso- 
ciated with aviation,” he said. “This program 
has an impact on the well-being of the United 
States, Strong aviation, strong transportation, 2 
strong nation.” 

Shea said job opportunities will open up in 
the near future due to retirements in the indus- 
try. 

“There'sa tremendous need for people in all 
the service fields —- airport management, air- 
port administration, opcrations. We here at the 
Institute can respond to that.” 

Shea said UNO’s program is more compre- 
hensive than programs at other universities.

The grant was intended to help establish a 
regional outreach program andconductresearch 
in remote sensing and is primarily a planning 


grant.

Sheagave muchofthecreditfor the Institute’s 
success to the students. 

“The students make the program,” he said. 
“The aviation students have been outstanding in 
their support.” 

They have formed the Flying Mavericks, a 
group foraviation students, which puts onevents 
and supports the program, Shea said. 

Another factor in the success of the Aviation 
Institute is its faculty, Shea said. Last year, that

Elaine McCoy, an air flight pilot for the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA), has 
been added as a full-time instructor this fall, 
along with three part-time instructors. 

“We feel our faculty is very qualified, not 
only in aviation but in education. We've taught 
at other colleges and universities,” Shea said. 

Crehan has taught at the University of Indi- 
ana and McCoy is from San Jose State Univer- 
sity. 

Shea said the Aviation Institute has had 
support not only from UNO’s administration, 
but also from local business leaders such as 
Charles Durham of Durham Resources, Mike 
Harper of ConAgra and Don Smithy of the 
Omaha Airport Authority. 

Further support has come from the FAA, the 
Nebraska Aeronautics Departmentand the Stra- 
tegic Air Command at Offutt Air Force Base, all 
of which have provided speakers for the Insti- 
tute, Shea said. 

He said recognition from people in the avia- 
tion industry has helped enrollment as well. 

“People who know aviation in this area have 
looked over UNO and are telling students to try 
UNO,” he said.

The UNO Mavericks football team has 
changed in the past year. 

And they’ ve stayed the same, too. 

Head Coach Tom Mueller’s second season 
promises to be much different from the Mavs’ 
2-9 outing of a year ago, as 36 lettermen, 
including twelve starters, return. 

The biggest change is the addition of Chuck 
Osbergasoffensiveccordinator. Osberg, former 
Mav offensive coordinator until 1984, will try 
to breathe new life into a Maverick offense that 
ranked last in the North Central Conference 
(NCC) and was held to a touchdown or less in 
six of eleven games last season. 

Osberg plans to do this by installing a pro- 
style, single back set with three wide receivers. 

Paul Cech, a senior from Schuyler, Ne- 
braska, will start at quarterback for the Maver- 
icks. 

Cech has started 20 of the last 22 games for 
UNO, and has thrown for over 3,000 yards and 
18 touchdowns in his career. 

Freshman Josh Luedtke will see a lot of 
action as quarterback. Luedtke played quarter- 
back at Omaha Creighton Prep High School, 
guiding the Junior Jays to two state titles. 

Another change for the Mavs is the loss of 
LaRon Henderson, UNO’s all-time leading 
usher. Henderson finished his career with 
2,720 yards, including 712 yards his senior 
season. 

The Mavs should not havea problem filling 
Henderson’s shoes as seniors Abel Fernandez, 
Roy Napora and Eric Hill vie forthenew single 
back position. Napora is the leading retuming 
rusher for the team, netting 157 yards on 37 


carries last fall. Fernandez and Napora are 


- three-time lettermen, and Hillhaslettered twice. 


Experience isnota problem in the receiving 
department. Seniors Andy Bruckner, Chris 
Crutchficld and Aaron Vactor are the front- 
runners. 

Bruckner earned three letters as a defensive 
back before switching to receiver this spring. 
Crutchfield comes off a strong performance in 
1990, with 20 receptions for 304 yards and four 
touchdowns. Vactor showed his versatility last 
season, carrying the ball 30 times for 109 yards 
and catching five passes for 25 yards. 

A pleasant change for the Mavs this year 
will be on defense. Despite losing standouts 
Kirk Coleman and Rich Lutter, the defense 
appears to be solid and has a lot of depth. 

The defensive line boasis seniors Paul 
Storbeck and Jeff Rothlisberger, both three- 
time lettermen. 

Also making an impact on the line will be 
freshman Travis Brock and senior Kory Barr. 
Barr, a two-time letterman from Norfolk High 
School, switches to the line from linebacker, 
where he had 48 tackles and a sack last year. 

Seniors Mark Mattingly and Dan Sellon, 
both three-time lettermen, lead an experienced 
secondary at the safety positions. Mattingly led 
the team with 91 tackles last year, while Sellon, 
an exercise science major, led the team with a 
3.94 grade point average. 

UNO opens its season at 7:30 p.m. Sept. 7 at 
Al CanigliaFieldagainst Wayne Statc College. 
The Wildcats defeated UNO 24-17 at Al 
Caniglia Field to open the 1990 season.

one week prior to the event. If any food is 
necessary for an event arrangements must be 
made with Food Services one week in advance. 

“Ninety percent of our business is student

Approval of promotional materials 

All promotional materials for an event, such 
as fliers, posters and banners, must include the 
name of the sponsoring campus organization 
and be approved by Student Activities.
